Confidence is returning in great 
measure, and we can all take heart by 
the cheering prospects ahead. We 
should face the new issues and the new 
aspects with thoughtful deliberation, 
and in making the required mental and 
physical readjustments to meet the 
_changed economic and social order, we 

ee visage them with renewed cour- 

dage and revitalized intelligence, so that 
we may interpret our new problems 
{sanely. 

We, as individuals, have suffered 
“through this period. Our incomes, in 
Jmany cases have been reduced to em- 
*barrassing minimums; none the less, 
gre can all find encouragement in the 
‘obvious progress that our profession 

as attained through the American In- 

itute of Interior Decorators. 

I quote from a recent talk of Mr. 
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F. M. Feiker, of the Department of 
Commerce, Washington, D. C. 

“Group relations and trade associa- 
tions may be in part responsible for 
the immediate development of busi- 
ness. 

The trade association has the power 
for collective action, if its members 
will treat it as a force for constructive 
accomplishment and not look upon it 
as an instrument of self promotion. 

Most trade associations have their 
roots in defense, most were formed to 
protect the group of its members 
against some wrong, either real or fan- 
cied.” 

I believe that it is time that we be- 
gan to think of th.s defense mech- 
anism of our own organization as a 
power for promoting advantageous 
conditions rather than only as a force 
for preventing disadvantageous con- 
ditions. There is a great ditterence in 
this viewpoint. 

Many of the distressing situations 
arising during these times of uncer- 
tainty have been largely prompted by 
the very needs of business existence,

IS A MOUNTAIN BEING MADE 


OUT OF A MOLE HILL? 


By BENJAMIN F. Betts, A. I. A. 
Editor, American Architect 


Over a period of years there has de- 
veloped a spirit of dissatisfaction be- 
tween architects and interior decora- 
tors. Some, in both groups, view this 
with deep concern. Actually the situa- 
tion is not as serious as a few individ- 
uals would have us think. 

From the architect’s side, the discus- 
sion centers about incompetent decora- 
tors who through lack of knowledge 
and appreciation “decorate” without re- 
gard for the architectural foundation 
that has been provided and have often 
done irreparable injury to what began 
as a g interior. The interior dec- 
orator, on the other hand, resents the 
architect usurping the decorator’s func- 
tions particularly where an architect 

urchases for his client furnishings at 
wholesale and is content to accept a 
normal architectural commission for 
his services. At first glance the situa- 
tion may appear serious and as usual 
there is much which can be said for 
and against both sides. 

Building, once a reasonably simple 


operation, has become a complex vea-_ 
ture. Once largely a matter of simple~ 


structural elements involving the com- 
bining of basic building materials there 
has been added a complicated network 
of pipes, wires, tubes, flues, shafts and 
equipment which provide for the ser- 
vices of comfort, convenience, health, 
communication, power and transporta- 
tion, to say nothing of new develop- 
ments in materials, equipment and new 
methods of construction. As a result, 
the architect logically becomes the co- 
ordinator of the many activities which 
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result in a completed building. To the 
administrative and executive functions 
of a coordinator, he must add personal 
services involving an analysis of the 
client’s building requirements, a knowl- 
edge of hades fon, and an under- 
standing of the economics of building 
and real estate. In addition, he must 
possess superior ability as a creative 
artist. 

This is a large order for one man 
to fill for each service involves years 
of study and experience. As a result 
the architect must limit his own spe- 
cialization and surround himself with 
numerous individuals, each a specialist 
in his own field. Among these is the 
interior decorator. 

The interior decorator is a specialist 
of considerable importance to the arch- 
itect and upon that person the architect 
must lean to secure for his client the 
proper completion of the cubicles 
within which the client lives, works 
and plays. To the architect, the inte- 
rior decorator must bring a knowledge 
of furniture design and construction; 


‘fabrics for floors, wall coverings and 


window hangings; furnishing accesso- 
ries; color and many other elements 
that produce successful interiors. The 
decorator must also know good work- 
manship, quality of materials, and 
have experience in the field of creative 
art; possess an understanding of archi- 
tecture as a background; and know 
how the people who live in rooms use 
them. This is not a small order either. 

Agreeing upon the importance and 
scope of the architect and the interior 
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_ decorator, we must reach the conclu- 


sion that neither group can nor desires 
to usurp the complete functions of the 
other. The architect as the professional 


advisor of his client must, to serve his 
’ client's interest, remain the general in 
_ charge of an army of specialized work- 


ers; and act in an unbiased capacity 
which prohibits the buying and selling 
of commodities. The architect has but 


' one thing to oe service. To 
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date the only satisfactory basis of pay- 
ment for these services is a percentage 
of the cost of the work executed, a 
fixed fee, or a fee plus the cost of the 
service. This explains why the archi- 
tect if possible secures for his client 
furnishings at cost. The fact that nu- 
merous decorators — perhaps pseudo- 
decorators would be a better term— 
have come into the field, persons who 
have no understanding of architecture 
as a background and fail to recognize 
how interior decorating completes the 
architect's whole conception, explains 
why many architects have upon occa- 
sion been forced to act in the capacity 
of a decorator. 

Viewing the situation as it exists— 
as a reality—it is fair to admit that the 
architect has been justified in doing the 
two things most irritating to the inte- 
rior decorator. Capable decorators 
must admit that incapable decorators 
have involved the decorators group in 
an unfortunate situation. 

Correction of the situation lies in the 
cooperation of the two groups and in 
education of both decorators and archi- 
tects as to their respective functions 
and place in the picture. The latter in- 
volves raising the standards of the dec- 
orator’s profession by the American 
Institute of Interior Decorators in 
much the same way as the standards 
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of architectural practice have been and 
are being improved by the American 
Institute of Architects. This is some- 
thing that requires time. The desired 
result cannot be accomplished in a day. 
The American Institute of Architects 
has been on its job since 1857 and 
there is still much work to be done. 


Again, the situation is not as serious 
as a few individuals think, for if a few 
architects want to be decorators and a 
few decorators want to be architects 
and in this capacity they can better 
serve their clients, this is as it should 
be. For after all, it is service to the 
public that really counts. If all archi- 
tects insisted upon being decorators 
and all decorators insisted upon being 
architects, both groups might well be 
alarmed.

This distin- 
guished British subject stopped in Chi- 
cago enroute from Hollywood, where 
he has been in the interest of his 
widely known novel “Plush”, which 
was being transcribed through the me- 
dium of the cinema. 

While in Chicago, Lord Gorell ad- 
dressed a meeting of the Association 
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of Arts and Industries. He is the head 
of the Association of Arts and Indus- 
tries in England, which of course, made 
his address of interest to both these 
groups. Emphasis was placed on the 
fact that England has exactly the same 
problems to face that we have. It is 
just as difficult in England for the ar- 
tist to get the view-point of the manu- 
facturer and for the manufacturer to 
appreciate the importance of the artist, 
as it is in America. He stated that the 
fundamental changes of the last twenty 
years have placed the old world in a 
strange and new as toward itself, 
and that we, all alike, stand on the 
threshold of a new order of things 
with the same need of education for 
the masses, of the real value of 
beauty ; the same need to arrive at ways 
and means by which art in its best 
sense can be introduced into the 
homely service of life, at a cost within 
reach of the average householder. 

Lord Gorell also stressed the fact 
that art is not only national, but it is 
international. The demands of the 
new generation are well defined. In 
this new era art may be experimental, 
but it must be alive, it has no national 
boundaries, nor should there be any in 
the application of Art to Industry.

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Mr. FRANK W. RICHARDSON 
ADDRESSES NEw YORK CHAPTER 
We give below a summary of re- 

marks made by Mr. Richardson who 
presided at the Annual Meeting of the 
New York Chapter in the afternoon 
of April 13th. He commended on the 
fact that the institute had been in ex- 
istence for nearly two years, and as the 
general depression in business had not 
materially decreased, it was natural to 
suppose that there might be some ev- 
idences of disintegration among the 
members. 

In all organizations there has been 
loss of members during the past year, 
due to the financial stringency. The 
institute was not an exception. It 
seemed, therefore, at this time to make 
a definite appeal for support of the or- 
ganization and to take cognizance of 
the importance of its work, lest mem- 
bers through lack of information as to 
its accomplishments might withdraw 
their interest and cooperation. 

Mr. Richardson stated that great 
progress had been made in many ways 
that may not have registered in the 
minds of individual members as to 
their personal gains. The work of the 
institute is of such a character that only 
by constant application to the major 
problems common to all decorators and 
over a considerable period of time 
could there be results that would be 
appreciably realized by individual 
members composing the institute.

quaint themselves with the operation 
of these committees by attendance 
upon meetings and see the reports of 
comimittees, they would agree that very 
much is being done to bring about im- 
provement in the general conditions in- 
volved in the practice of the art of dec- 
oration. 

If progress seems to have been slow, 
it is due to the fact that the organiza- 
tion of the institute was brought about 
ten or fifteen years later than it should 
have been. It is regrettable that no one 
had the vision at an earlier time to 
foresee the importance to the decora- 
tors of the country in making a com- 
mon cause. 

Mr. Richardson thought that the 
members should become more deter- 
mined than ever at this time to coop- 
erate with the officers and committees 
of the National Board and ot the va- 
rious chapters in a serious effort to 
serve the interests of the business or 
profession in which they are engaged. 

That duty should be imposed se- 
riously by every member upon himself 
or herself, not only in the interest of 
all, but in the interest of the individ- 
ual. It will be of help in meeting the 
serious times through which we are 
now passing and equally so when the 
depression may have passed and we 
come into better times. The signs are 
many that ingenuity and cooperative 
effort must be made in order to estab- 
lish the decorator as an economic in- 
stitution in respect of a new public, 
which will be unaware of. the impor- 
tance of the decorator. Decorators 
must be prepared to find an entrance 
into new fields of endeavor in order to 
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that of earlier years before depression 
intervened. 

Cooperation with the institute ca 
be made effective to the advantage oi 
all. To accomplish the result, deco 
rators must stand together and work 
together; otherwise advantages gained 
during these years of struggle will ne 
be realized in full measure. 

Mr. Richardson referred to the work 
of the Committee on Trade Relations 
reciting some of its activities and ac- 
complishments, and bespoke for all the 


committees the wish for cordial recog. © 


nition of their arduous efforts to ad- 
vance the morale and public regard for 
the decorator. 

In making a plea for a larger mea- 
sure of cooperation on the part of all 
members of the institute, Mr. Richard- 


son referred to the fact that whereas in | 


the earlier stages of the institute it 
seemed desirable to rely upon its more 
yp members for counsel and 
effort as members of the various boards 
and committees, it was important to 
modify this plan by bringing into ac- 
tivity many members of less experience 
to share in the general work of the 
organization. He expressed the hope 
that the younger members would not 
be inclined to think that the important 
positions in the organization were to be 
confined continuously to a small group 
of members and that the importance of 
increasing the number of active work- 
ers should be recognized as a valuable 
principle. He repeated a suggestion 
that had been made by previous mem- 
bers that members of the chapters who 
are willing to serve on committees 
should make that fact known to the 
officers, so that all who were so minded 
should be given an opportunity to ren- 
der a service.

A Me ee arrangement with the 
Rhode Island School of Design where- 
by senior students in the interior deco- 
rating courses will receive the benefits 
of practical experience in the studios 
of professional decorators has been ap- 
proved by the Raode Island Chapter 
of the American Institute of Interior 
Decorators. 

The plan was proposed to the Chap- 
ter at its quarterly meeting in the Min- 
den Thursday night by Royal B. Far- 
num, director of the School, who asked 
that one or two seniors be permitted 
to work in each of the larger studios. 
If an opportunity is given to two stu- 
dents, they would work in alternate 
weeks, he said. 

Mr. Farnum pointed out that under 
such an arrangement students already 
far advanced in theoretical training at 
the school would be given a back- 
ground of practical experience. 

Similar plans, adopted at other lead- 
ing art schools, with the co-operation 
of professional decorators, have been 
highly successful, he said, and in at 
least one city architecturai students 
have received practica: experience in 
the office of established architects. 

Decorators who were at first reluc- 
tant to admit students to their shops 
for fear they would ‘‘get under foot,” 
found after accepting the arrangement 
that they were actually profiting by the 
modern theories emanating from the 
schools.
